A  meeting  was  held  on  Thurs¬ 
day,  January  31  with  three  of 
ficers  of  the  Lafayette  R.O.T.C.; 
Tim  Smith,  Vice  Chairman  of  the 
General  Assembly  of  Students; 
Cherylyn  Goldman,  Student 
Activities  Officer;  Vice  Chan¬ 
cellor  Melvin  De  Graf  and  Dave 
Samuels,  Public  Information 
Officer.  Discussion  centered 
around  the  creation  of  an 
R.O.T.C.  unit  at  PUCC  for  the 
start  of  the  Fall  Semester,  1974. 

It  was  announced  at  the 
meeting  that  the  administration 


has  already  endorsed  the 
program  and  has  given  the 
R.O.T.C.  the  right  to  poll  the 
students  to  find  their  reaction  to 
the  establishment  of  an  R.O.T.C. 
unit  at  PUCC.  The  R.O.T.C.  feels 
that  ten  students  from  the 
university  or  from  the  Calumet 
Region  will  fulfill  the 
requirements  for  the  start  of  the 
program. 

In  a  personal  interview. 
Chancellor  Elliott  evaluated  the 
program  as  being  an  opportunity 
for  students  to  participate  in  the 
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defense  establishment,  to 
achieve  a  commissioned  rank, 
and  advanced  schooling,  and  to 
receive  income  while  in  school. 
He  also  stated  that  an  R.O.T.C. 
program  creates  more  career 
opportunities  at  the  University. 

On  the  other  hand  Tim  Smith, 
Vice  Chairman  of  the  Student 
Government  expressed  anger 
that  the  G.A.S.  had  not  been 
consulted  on  a  matter  which 
affects  student  life  on  campus  to 
such  a  large  degree.  He  also 
stated  that  the  R.O.T.C.  is  merely 


a  chance  to  "expand  an  already 
oversized  military"  and  to 
"extend  the  military  into  civilian 
life  to  a  larger  degree."

Student  Protests 


Cheralyn  Goldman,  Student 
Activities  officer  at  PUCC,  was 
picketed  Tuesday,  January  22  in 
protest  of  her  alleged  "unfair" 
activities.  The  student  picketing 
was  opposed  to  the  selection  of 
the  new  editors  of  the  Nexus.  The 
two  top  editors,  Arnold  Ridgell 
and  Kim  Rusnock,  were  chosen 
by  Miss  Goldman  after  she  in¬ 
terviewed  candidates  privately, 
behind  the  closed  door  of  her 
office. 

In  view  of  vhc  f^c+  that  prliio«r<;. 
ih-chief  have  always  been  elected 
by  students  from  the  Nexus  staff, 
the  new  private  selection  of 
editors  by  an  administrator  was 
thought  to  be  unfair.  The 
protesting  student,  picket  sign  in 
hand,  thought  so  as  did  the  many 
people  who  signed  a  petition  in 
protest. 

Along  with  the  student 
picketing,  a  petition  was  cir¬ 
culated  that  read  as  follows;

Further  steps  toward  academic 
autonomy  have  been  taken  at 
PUCC. 

Dr.  Carl  H.  Elliott,  chancellor 
of  the  Purdue  Campus  in  Ham- 
mond,  announced  the 
nominations  of  Deans-designate 
for  two  proposed  new  schools. 

Dr.  Richard  L.  Gonzales, 
professor  of  electrical 
engineering,  was  selected  Dean- 
designate  of  the  School  of  Basic 
and  Applied  Sciences;  and  Dr. 
Alfred'  D.  Sander,  professor  of 
history,  was  chosen  Dean- 
designate  of  the  School  of 
Humanities  and  Behavioral 
Sciences. 

Their  nominations  and  the 
establishment  of  the  proposed 
new  schools  will  be  submitted  to 
Purdue's  President  Arthur  G. 
Hansen  and  to  Purdue's  Board  of 
Trustees  for  approval  at  the 
board's  March  meeting. 

"Both  nominees  are  excellent 
teachers  who  have  demonstrated 
outstanding  administrative 
ability,"  Dr.  Elliott  declared  in 
presenting  the  Deans-designate 
at  a  faculty  meeting.  They  were 
chosen  from  among  noteworthy 
nominees  provided  by  faculty 
selection  committees  of  the  two 
new  schools." 

Announcement  of  the  nominees 
came  in  the  wake  of  another 


major  step  for  local  autonomy. 
The  Board  of  Trustees  recently 
approved  changing  the  title  of  Dr. 
Elliott  from  "Dean  and  Director" 
to  "Chancellor,"  effective  im¬ 
mediately. 

Starting  July  1,  Chancellor 
Elliott  will  report  directly  to 
President  Hansen.  The 
University's  Office  of  Regional 
Campus  Administration  will  be 
dissolved  after  the  end  of  this 
semester. 

Basically,  local  autonomy 
means  that  the  Calumet  Campus 
will  have  greater  independence 
in  its  administrative  and 
academic  affairs  from  Purdue's 
main  campus  at  West  Lafayette. 
This  campus  will  remain  a  part  of 
Purdue  University  and  under  the 
direction  of  the  Purdue  Board  of 
Trustees. 

The  two  new  schools  and  their 
general  academic  structuring  at 
the  Calumet  Campus  results 
from  more  than  two  years  of 
work  and  advice  from  local 
faculty  committees.  These  steps 
were  made  possible  by  actions 
taken  by  the  Board  of  Trustees 
last  March,  following  extensive 
efforts  over  a  period  of  years  by  a 
university-wide  committee. 

The  proposed  School  of 
Humanities  and  Behavioral 
Sciences  will  include  such 


humanities'  majors  as  English, 
psychology,  sociology,  education, 
history,  communications  and 
political  science  plus  home 
economics. 

In  the  proposed  School  of  Basic 
and  Applied  Sciences  will  be 
programs  in  engineering,  nur¬ 
sing,  technology,  industrial 
management  and  various 
sciences-chemistry,  physics, 
biology,  mathematics. 

When  approved  by  the 
Trustees,  the  two  new  schools 
will  join  the  Calumet  Campus' 
Community  College.  The  latter 
was  established  several  years 
ago  to  meet  the  educational  needs 
of  men  and  women  who  do  not 
follow  the  pattern  of  typical 
college  students  or  whose 
educational  goals  are  not  clear.  It 
has  an  "open  admissions"  policy 
to  provide  the  widest  choice  of 
subject  matter  and  help  for 
students. 

Dr.  Gonzales,  recommended 
head  of  the  School  of  Basic  and 
Applied  Sciences  has  been  a 
Purdue  Calumet  faculty  member 
since  September,  1969.  He  has 
had  a  number  of  summer 
fellowships  from  the  National 
Aeronautics  and  Space  Ad¬ 
ministration  (NASA)Jhe  past  few 
years,  involving  research  in 
developing  the  mechanism  of  the 


Apollo  spacecraft. 

The  past  summer  he  spent  at 
the  NASA  Ames  Research  center, 
Moffett  Field,  Calif.,  on  a 
research  fellowship  jointly 
sponsored  by  NASA  and  the 
American  Society  for 
Engineering  Education.  His 
project  involved  computer 
system  research  related  to 
further  developing  NASA's 
satellite  data  network. 

Dr.  Gonzales  is  a  graduate  of 
Bradley  University,  where  he 
also  earned  a  master's  degree  in 
electrical  engineering  and  served 
on  the  electrical  engineering 
faculty  for  nine  years.  In  1966  he 
was  awarded  a  doctoral  degree  in 
electrical  engineering  by 
University  of  Illinois. 

In  addition,  he  has  several 
year's  experience  in  industry  and 
as  a  consultant  on  specialized 
computer  systems. 

The  other  Dean-designate,  Dr. 
Sander ,  was  honored  last  May  for 
excellence  in  teaching  un¬ 
dergraduates.  He  received  a 
$1,000  award  from  the  Standard 
Oil  (Indiana)  Foundation*  for 
outstanding  undergraduate 
teaching.  Nominees  for  the 
awards  were  chpsen  on  the  basis 
of  student  evaluation  of  their 
teaching  abilities. 

Before  coming  to  the  Calumet 


Campus  in  1962,  he  worked  for  11 
years  in  Washington  as  in¬ 
telligence  analyst  for  the  U.  S. 
National  Security  Agency.  Also, 
from  1960  to  1962  he  was  mayor  of 
Carrollton,  Md.,  where  the 
majority  of  residents  are  federal 
employees.  He  was  elected  to  the 
part-time  post  on  a  non-partisan 
ticket. 

Four  years  ago  he  resigned  as 
Assistant  Dean  for  Academic 
Affairs  to  devote  more  time  to 
teaching  and  research  in  his 
specialized  fields  of  American 
history  and  diplomatic  history  of 
the  20th  century.  In  1970  Sander 
took  a  one-year  leave  of  absence 
to  study  development  of  the 
executive  staff  that  aided  the  late 
President  Harry  S.  Truman  from 
1945  to  1953.  His  findings 
produced  material  for  teaching 
his  classes  and  for  publication  in 
educational  journals. 

Sander  earned  his  Bachelor's 
and  Ph.D.  degrees  in  history 
from  American  University  and 
Master's  degree  from  Miami 
University  of  Ohio.  He  has  served 
as  chairman  of  the  Lake  County 
Post  High  School  Study  Com¬ 
mittee,  which  sought  to  deter¬ 
mine  methods  of  meeting  post- 
high  school  educational  needs  in 
the  area.

Besides 
playing  all  over  the  Midwest,  they're 
preparing  material  for  their  second 
album. 

"Music  Eyes"  is  a  single  that 
Heartsfield  released  not  too  long 
ago.  Perry  wrote  if  and  several 
other  group  compositions.  He  told 
me  that  he  was  rather  disappointed 
that  Chicago's  AM  stations  didn't 
play  it.  It  really  is  too  bad  that  our 
local  stations  don't  try  and  help  our 
local  talent. 


Heartsfield  is  a  band  on  the  rise 
and  they  have  a  bright  future  in 
front  of  them.  Wishbone  Ash,  on  the 
other  hand,  has  been  around  for  a 
few  years.  Their  music  is,  to  say  the 
least,  distinctive.  They  combine  the 
talents  of  two  lead  guitarist,  Andy 
Powell  and  Ted  Turner,  to  create 
some  very  penetrating  rock.

For  ar\  encore,  Wishbone  Ash 
returned  to  boogie  for  another  ten  or 
fifteen  minutes.  The  throngs  of 
people  put  up  matches  in  the  air  for 
a  job  well  done.  For  a  while  it  looked 
as  if  they  just  might  not  leave.  All  in 
all,  it  was  a  great  evening  for  all 
rock  fans.

I  took  the  exit  and  pulled 
into  the  truck  stop.  A  hand 
grenade  bounced  off  the  hood  of 
my  car  and  exploded  harmlessly 
in  front  of  the  ladies'  room. 
Waving  a  white  handerchief,  I  got 
out  of  the  car  and  looked  around.
